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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants response filed 08/29/2008 is acknowledged. 

Response to Applicants Remarks 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Rejection of claim 1 6 and dependent claim 1 7 is withdrawn in view of applicant's 
persuasive argument. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Previously presented rejection of process claims 1-15 and 21 as unpatentable over the 
cited references is maintained for reasons of record. 

Applicant's arguments as well as the affidavit filed 08/29/2008 were fully considered but 
were not persuasive. 

The Examiner acknowledges that the cited references do not teach all the substituents 
or exact specifics of claimed invention. As repeatedly emphasized in the previous office 
action, the rejection relates to the sameness of the claimed processes disclosed in the 
cited prior art references. Further the claimed functionalities are not anticipated to 
interfere with the claimed processes. The formation of acid chlorides from acids, 
Fridel-Crafts acylation and dealkylation of phenolic ethers are all well taught in the text 
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books of organic chemistry. Routine optimization of reagents and reaction conditions 
with predictable outcome is within the ability of one of ordinary skill in the art. 

Previously presented rejection of process claims 18-20 are withdrawn (see 
below). 

Correction of structure (II) replacing R with R4 is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Compounds of claims 16 and 17 are free of prior art. As such, claims 18-20 
drawn to the process of making the compounds of 16 and 17 are also free of prior art. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: A patent search for compounds of formula (V) of claim 16 returns no hits. As to 
the process claims 1 8 , the closest prior art is found in US 651 51 47 wherein compounds 
relating to structures (VI) and (VII) is disclosed; however there is no teaching in this 
prior art for the rearrangement of (VI) and (VII) to (II) though the similar process is 
shown in the previously cited Chaterrjea et al. (see office action filed 03/05/2008, page 
6).
